Foot , two thouſand five hundred Horſe, of Iriſh Papiſts, and c- 
ven in effett the Legiſlative power itſelf, Thould:be in the hand: of 
twelve men to be choſen by Iriſh Papiſts; or that there ſhould 
be no alteration in England of what vhey in Ireland ſhould 
think fit to tranſmit to his Majeſty for the ſettlement of that 
Kingdom; or even that the: Iriſh Rebels ſhould:be pardoned 
without the conſent of Parijament-, when his Majeſty in Parlia- 
ment the ſeventeenth year of his Reign, adjudged ſuch pardon 
before Convi&ion to benull and void; hereby even when they 
treated with his Majeſty concerning the Afﬀairs ofthis King« 
dom , afſuming'the Legiſlative authority of ir,'by repealing the 
Statute madet"e 10. of Henry the VH, ( commonly called Poz- 
ings Law) and the explanatory Law thereof, in.3, & 4, of Phis 
lip and Mary. 

And though hitherto oo chiefly pleaded before his Sacred 
Majeſty 'in Council, but for ſo:muchbenefit of the Articles of 
peace in 1648. as would reftore them to their forfeited Eſtates : 
yep if they had prevailed therein, upon the ſcore of that plea, it 
muſt in conſequence have adjudged for them the benefit of all 
the other Articles as a Right, For ifany of thoſe Articles are | 
due. to them by an Obligation of Juſtice, all are thendreto 
them by the fame Obligation; - and fince,.as appears by his 
' Majeſties Gracious Declaration ih Counci) 5 of the 30. of No 
vember 1660. that they have no right toany of their forfeited 
Eſtates , nor any title but whathis Majeſties mercy and bounty 
hath vouchſafed todiverſe of them; it thence follows, That his 
Majeſty in Council has adjudged, They have no righeito thoſe 
Articles. 'Foras anadjudication ofhis Sacred Majeſty oftheir 
Titiecoany one of the ſaid Articles, had.entirl&d them-to All : ſo 
an adjudication of his Majeſty in Council, That they had not a | 
right to that" One. they pleaded for, has adjudg'd them to have

jcfties Declaration at Bredz, and his Gracious Declaration of 
the 30. of November 1660. which wereall As of Choyce , Pre= 
meditation and Freedom : than to thoſe Articles of 1648. which 
was'an AC of Neceſlity and Rebellious force. The Caſuiſts 
and Schoolmen will _ reſolve P. W. that the later and leſſer 
Obligation, ought to give place to the elder and greater.. . But 
if ÞP, W. obje&t, Thar if bis Majeſty were under an Obligation 
preceding.and. oppolite to:theirs,. why did he enter into an Obli- 
gation unto them ? To that I anſwer, x. That then it was 
not Res imtegre ; 'for his Majeſties Rebellious Subje&s, even 
ſome of the Adventurers themſelves had ſuper-induc'd a necefi- 
ty upon his Majeſty, which as he could not foreſee when he made: 
his firſt Contra : ſo by all the tyes ofnatural preſervation, he 
was. bound to take .away , when they were brought upon him; 
and. it, could not bea breach of Faith in the King to them, who 
made it ( as things then ſtood _) impoflible to perform it.

'_ aiipht and would aſlly have ſatisfied the Adventprer: deſires, 
- without forſited Land in Ireland, evenbytheirowriconſen, 
But the breach on the Iriſh Papifts fide, hasvecafion'd ſo long 
and chargeable a War', that their forfteitures, toge:her with 
the vaſt ſums ſ:nt out of Eng'and into Ireland , and raiſed 
in Ireland it ſelf, areſcarce able to defray thatexpence, which 
their own violationof Faith has engaged the Crown in: ſo that 
it is but Juſt , that theBear-tkin (asfar as it willgo)) ſhould 
contribute to pay for the healing ofthoſe Wounds, whichthe 
Bear it ſe!f had given. His Sacred Majefty inthe 3. page of his 
Declaration, ſpeaking upon theſe Article, nſes theſe very words, 
viz. When they who wickedly uſurped the Authority in this Kings 
dom , bad erefied that odious Court, for the takjug away the life 
of Cur dear Father; no body can wonder that we were deſirox, 
though uu DIFFICULT CONDITIONS, to get ſuch 
an united prwer of Our own Subjetts , as might have been able; 
with Gods bleſſing , to have prevented that infamous and Borrible 
Parricide. 

In theſe clear and Royal expreſsions the World may ſer 
what was the only incentive to his Majeſty, forhisgranting of 
that Peace, even no leſs than the preventing of the Murther of bis 
3/efſed Father,and the bloody conſequences of it: And therefore 
if That were the hopefull ofthoſe Conceſtions , had 
been oberved ontheIriſh fide ; may not we{ without too muc 
ſtraining ) inferr, that the breach on their fide, contributed to, . 
if not ated that uyparallePd Crime. To commit the Sin, and 
not to prevent the Sin, whegymen havethe preventative power of 
it, are very near ally'd, ifnot theſame Crimes, ©
